ABOUT BOSTON MEDIA ACTION 


BOSTON MEDIA ACTION began in January as an ad hoc group of over 100 local media producers and consumers, 
broadcasters, publishers, writers, and activists concerned with peace and justice. Many of us represent alternative 
radio, newspaper, cable, magazine, and book publishing media and have few illusions about mainstream media's 
interests. 


But even we were sickened by media disinformation and blatant pro-war cheerleading this past fall and winter. 
And we are appalled by the media’s continued blindness to its own role in the manufacture of uninformed 
consent. 


Since we believe Bush’s war against Iraq was to: retain U.S. domination over oil pricing; dispel public desires 
for peace; legitimate future wars of U.S. intervention; end all demands for a peace dividend; and elevate the 
U.S. to world cop status, we feel it is crucial for peace and justice movements to have programming on 
mainstream media that challenges the morality of war, domination, empire, and other inhumane relations serving 
the rich and powerful. 


To that end, Boston Media Action has been working to improve political coverage by mainstream media in the 
Boston area; to press for peace and justice reporting prepared by the peace and justice community; and to 
strengthen local alternative media institutions and projects. 


While the war against Iraq is over, U.S. intervention in the Middle East proceeds and U.S. foreign and domestic 
policy continues to oppress people of the Third World and the U.S. We therefore continue to direct our activities 
through three autonomous projects: Press the Press, Spread the Truth, and Media Watch.

Working to ensure that full and accurate peace and justice reporting and analysis appears in the mainstream 
media. 

SPREAD THE TRUTH 


Working to spread the peace and justice message, often through postering, throughout the community.

Zambia—health care: 

Diseases like measles, whooping cough, diphtheria and tuberculosis reappeared in Zambia 
since the IMF/World Bank made the government introduce fees at government health 
centers. The fees kept poor people away, and so immunization coverage declined. (oxfam, ACase 


for Reform: Fifty Years of the IMF and the World Bank, Oxford, UK, 1995.) 


Hungary—unemployment: 
During the first four years of Hungary’s IMF-mandated structural adjustment program, 
between 1989 and 1996, unemployment rose from 0% to 13% and the value of wages fell by 


24%. (Development GAP and Friends of the Earth, On the Wrong Track: A Summary Assessment of IMF Interventions in Selected 
Countries, January 1998) 


Zimbabwe—education: 
Zimbabwe's IMF-mandated economic policy changes forced the reintroduction of school 
fees, leading to drops in school attendance, especially for girls. (Development GAP and Friends of the Earth, 


On the Wrong Track: A Summary Assessment of IMF Interventions in Selected Countries, January 1998) 


Chile 1970s—foreign policy: 

At the urging of the United States, the World Bank cut funding to democratically elected 
[socialist] President Salvador Allende's administration. The Nixon Administration bragged 
that it had used the Bank to "make the Chilean economy scream." In the first three years 
after the bloody military coup [against Allende,] led by General Augusto Pinochet, the Bank 
rewarded Chile with $350 million in loans. (Prepared by Witness for Peace, for Al6) 


Egypt—the Gulf War: 
For its military participation in the [US-led] war against Iraq in 1991, Egypt was rewarded 


with massive debt r elief by the Gulf War allies. (Karen Pfeiffer, “How Tunisia, Morocco, Jordan and even Egypt 
became IMF ‘Success Stories’ in the 1990s”, Middle East Report, No. 210, Spring 1999, p.25) 


Jordan 1989—food prices: 

Spurred by increased food prices following the announcement of the government’s adoption 
of an IMF structural adjustment program, riots broke out in southern Jordan. Police killed at 
least 5 protesters. (Prepared by Witness for Peace, for A16) 


Venezuela—price riots and police violence: 

On February 23, President Perez signed an agreement with the IMF for a structural 
adjustment program. In just a matter of days, from February 28 to March 2, about 600 
people were killed and more than 1000 injured in rioting over the economic measures 
required by the agreement with the Fund. (Prepared by Witness for Peace, for A16) 


Central America—environment: 

IMF structural adjustment also forces countries to shift from small-scale farming (for 

local consumption) to large agribusiness operations for export. Lowland forests are cleared 
for expansion of large farms while displaced small farmers denude the steep uplands of their 
trees. The results: of the thousands of deaths in Central America resulting from 1998's 
Hurricane Mitch, many were directly attributable to mudslides on deforested slopes. (Trim

USA—more pain, less gain: 
IMF-mandated degradation of wages and working conditions in foreign countries means 
that U.S. workers must compete in the “race to the bottom,” or see U.S. corporations move 
their jobs overseas. When workers abroad are exploited, we all suffer. 
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How to Pass A Resolution to Boycott the Purchase of World Bank Bonds 


Along with its sister organizations, the World Trade Organization (WTO) and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), the World Bank promotes projects and policies that increase poverty, destroy the 
environment and degrade working conditions. But there is now an exciting new global effort to hold the 
Bank accountable for its harmful policies. And you can play an important role, by asking your university, 
trade union pension fund, church, or city council to pass a resolution to boycott the purchase of World 
Bank bonds. The World Bank gets 80% of its money from bond sales to these institutions and others. You 
can support efforts to hold the Bank accountable by working with an institution in your community to 
boycott the future purchase of World Bank bonds. 


Each institution will have its own unique procedures for adopting resolutions. The following steps are 
meant to provide a general guide to the process; you may of course streamline the process to make it as 
easy and efficient as possible. 


1. Form a local coalition, or ask an existing group to adopt the campaign. Before contacting the 
institution you are targeting, identify key activists and leaders in your community and ask them to 
endorse the boycott and work with you to get it passed. 


2. Identify sympathetic members of the institution you are targeting. Make personal contact with 
allies within the institution; they can familiarize you with the exact procedure and appropriate 
strategy for passing the resolution. 


3. Offer support to the decision-makers you are targeting. Share sample resolutions and provide 
support in drafting the final language of the resolution. Keep the group you are targeting aware of 
resolutions introduced in other communities by checking in with the campaign office (see below). 


4. Lobby the decision-makers. Using a concise cover letter and materials that identify the 
environmental, social justice and labor issues involved, personally contact each decisionmaker and 
urge her support. Work with your coalition to develop these materials then hand deliver packets of 
information to them (see below to get more information). Follow-up with phone calls. 


5. Keep the local press informed. Generating local press is a critical component of the boycott 
campaign, since the World Bank is very sensitive to its public image. At every stage of the process 
(introduction, debate, and vote) send media advisories to local newsprint and radio. 


6. Attend all relevant official meetings. From the moment of introduction to the time for a vote, 
make sure your coalition turns out supporters who can speak on behalf of the boycott resolution. 


7. Organize a press conference. When the institution you are targeting successfully passes the 
resolution, organize a press conference with officials of the organization.

The World Bank Bonds Boycott: 
Act Locally for Global Justice 


The World Bank is one of the most powerful agents of corporate globalization. Just as working 
people and the poor in the United States have been subjected to corporate and government policies that 
limit the ability of people here to organize a union, gain access to health care, and enjoy a rising standard 
of living, people in the Global South struggle with policies promoted by the World Bank which have a 
similar effect. The World Bank, along with the International Monetary Fund (IMF), encourages 
privatization of government services, requires the weakening of labor laws, and enforces “free trade” 
policies that sacrifice the rights of working people to the dictates of multinational corporations. Through 
its devastating “structural adjustment” programs, the Bank has also required poor countries to increase 
fees for health and education and cut spending on government services. 

But there are ways that we can fight back, both to be in solidarity with our brothers and sisters in 
the Global South and to reclaim power ourselves. One way is through a new campaign through which 
citizens in a democracy, working people, students, and the poor can exert power over corporate 
globalization —and, at the local level, over how our colleges, town councils, and investment funds invest 
our money. The World Bank gets about 80% of the money from its harmful projects and policies through 
the sale of bonds, which are issued through U.S. financial institutions like Citigroup, and its affiliate 
Saloman Smith Barney. World Bank bonds are purchased by large institutional investors, including city 
and state governments, universities, churches, mutual fund investors, and pension funds. This means that 
we can exercise our power -- locally — to stop the World Bank from promoting global injustice. 

You can ask your city council, church, union, or college to pass a resolution that it will not invest 
in World Bank bonds in the future. The effect of a large number of institutions committing not to 
purchase World Bank bonds will be a powerful force to demand fundamental reform in the global 
economy —which in turn will have a powerful effect on the U.S. economy. Already, the cities of Oakland 
and Berkeley, California; the Communications Workers of America; the United Electrical, Radioand 
Machine Workers of America; and severai churches have passed bond boycott resolutions, and many 
others are pending before city councils and other institutions across the country.

WORLD BANK BOND BOYCOTT CAMPAIGN IN 
SOMERVILLE 


BANKBUSTERS, a local all-volunteer anti-[MF/World Bank group, is spearheading a coalition 
to get the City of Somerville to pass a resolution to boycott World Bank bonds. The neighboring 
City of Cambridge endorsed the campaign in April 2002. 


The World Bank Bond Boycott campaign is international in scope, originating with grassroots 
activists in countries like Haiti and South Africa. Already resolutions have been passed by the 
neighboring city of Cambridge, and by the cities of San Francisco, Berkeley, Oakland, 
Milwaukee, Boulder (Colorado), and Takoma Park (Maryland). It has also been passed by several 
labor unions, including the Service Employees International Union (SEIU), the Teamsters, the 
International Longshore and Warehouse Union (ILWU), the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers (UE), the Communications Workers of America (CWA), and the American 
Federation of Government Employees (AFGE). 


How the World Bank Bond Boycott Works: - 
About 80% of the World Bank’s funds come from bond sales, which are underwritten by big 
banks such as Citibank. These bonds are typically bought by institutional investors like city 
governments, unions, churches and colleges. These institutions can avoid buying World Bank 
bonds in the future by investing through socially responsible investment firms that have pledged 
not to touch World Bank bonds. No bond sales--no money--no loans--no more destructive 
“development” projects.

The case against the International Monetary Fund and the World © 
Bank in a nutshell... 


e The IMF and World Bank are undemocratic institutions - wealthy countries dominate the decision- 
making process. The 6 countries of U.S., Canada, U.K., France, Germany and Japan control about 
50% of the decision-making power in the IMF, and the U.S., with 18% of the vote, has effective veto 
power. 

e The IMF and World Bank are secretive institutions. The contents of their negotiations with borrower 
countries are not made available to the public, let alone being subject to public input. 

e The IMF and World Bank drain resources from poor countries. According to 50 Years is Enough, 
sub-Saharan Africa (excluding South Africa) paid $2.5 billion more in debt servicing to the IMF and 
World Bank than it got in new long-term loans and credits from these institutions in 1996. 

e The IMF and World Bank promote corporate welfare. IMF “rescue packages” bail out irresponsible 
private sector lenders, and socialize the debt of irresponsible private sector borrowers, as happened in 
the Asian economic crisis of 1997-98. Working people in the borrowing countries are stuck with 
repaying debts incurred by irresponsible speculative investors. 

e The IMF and World Bank hurt workers. They often require privatization of government services, 
leading to loss of jobs. They sometimes compel countries to cut their minimum wage, as they did in 
Haiti. They also encourage countries to set up “free trade zones” or maquiladoras, in which labor 
laws are not enforced. These policies have the effect of making cheap labor in poor countries even 
cheaper, and thus set up a “race to the bottom,” encouraging multinational corporations to move their 
operations to poor countries, leaving millions in the U.S. “downsized”. 

e The IMF and World Bank hurt women. According to the Women’s Environmental and Development 
Organization (WEDO), women’s unemployment exceeds 70% in Russia, Armenia, Bulgaria and 
Croatia, and exceeds 80% in Ukraine, since the implementation of IMF and World Bank-imposed 
Structural Adjustment Programs in these countries. 

e The IMF and World Bank hurt the environment. In Chad and Cameroon, the Bank has approved a 
loan that would allow Exxon to build a 600-mile long pipeline, which will destroy hundreds of 
square miles of rainforest and uproot trinal villages, while putting money in the pocket of corrupt 
military governments. 

e World Bank loans routinely require borrowers to impose “user fees” for formerly free or subsidized 
health care and education, depriving poor people of these essential services. 

e World Bank-imposed privatization policies in poor countries create a model that is often reimported 
to the U.S. for application here. For example, the impetus towards privatization of retirement systems 
started in Chile, under pressure from the IMF and World Bank. This idea has now come to the U.S.; 
President Bush had set up a commission to facilitate the privatization of Social Security, which came 
out with a pro-privatization report. And Enron and WorldCom have shown us what privatized Social 
Security will lead to!

Warm greetings and the best of health to you from the Boston Coalition for Mumia Abu- 
Jamal. The following is a letter of appeal and an invitation for your participation. The first two 
events that we are hosting focus on the death penalty and prisons, while the third links all the 
issues. We hope that you will help make the connection and bring unity, because this is one 
struggle with many issues. Let us not stay divided. Today, two million people languish in U.S. 
prisons. More than half are of African descent — the victims of a racist, repressive state. The 
United States — the world’s richest country -— spends more money on prisons than schools, more 
time demonizing inner-city youth than solving real problems, and more energy calculating ways 
to divide than to unify people. 

The government expends a lot of effort picking who will speak for us. But our own 
voices must be heard on these issues. We urge you to participate with us in several upcoming 
events. 

September 29th: The Boston Coalition for Mumia is hosting a teach-in/speak-out at 
UMass Boston on the death penalty, the prison-industrial complex, and the case of Mumia Abu- 
Jamal. The program will begin at 6:30 P.M. in the Lipke Auditorium. Scheduled speakers include 
Mumia Abu-Jamal, Ramona Africa of the MOVE organization, Professor Cornel West of 
Harvard , Steven Hawkins of the National Cualiiiun to Abuiish the Death Penalty, and Bostoii 
City Councilor Chuck Turner, among notable others. 

October Ist: we will repeat the program in the community beginning at 3:00 pm at the 
First Church in Roxbury (located in Elliott Square). Additional guest speakers will include 
Minister Don Muhammad of the Nation of Islam, attorney Margaret Burnham, and Jamie Suarez- 
Potts of the American Friends Service Committee. . 

October 3rd: This event coincides with the scheduled presidential “debate” between Al 
_ Gore, the mad co-bomber of Iraq and Yugoslavia, and George W. Bush, the Texas death row 
serial killer. These candidates won’t debate the death penalty, except perhaps to boast about who 
is more in favor of state-sponsored killing. They won’t talk about shifting money from prison 
construction to housing and schools. 

The Boston Coalition for Mumia has called a march and rally for October 3rd. Our 
demands: “Money for Schools, Housing, and Hospitals — Not for Prisons and Legal Lynchings! 
Stop the Death Penalty Now! Justice for Mumia Abu-Jamal!” We will gather for this mass 
demonstration beginning at 5:00 pm at the post office in Dudley Square, Roxbury. We will step 
off at 6:00 pm and make our way through the community. 

This demonstration is by and for the community. The issues of housing, jobs, healthcare, 
and community power are all linked directly to prisons and the death penalty. People who are 
victimized by a system that denies their fundamental rights end up in prisons and on death row. 
Please join us in helping to build these events to be as broad as possible. We ask that you or your 
organization endorse the events (send endorsements by email or post to the address above).

It’s a system where the laws, courts and police protect 
profit making above all else, and the value of workers lives are measured by how much profit they 
produce for the bosses. 


Other provisions of this anti-immigrant bill would: Double the size of the border patrol, build 
14 miles of fence along the U.S./Mexican border and require immigrants to speak English in order 
to get into the U.S. And don’t think the Democrats will do any better. During the Clinton years, 
there has been a 75% increase in the number of foreigners deported. Even arch racist Buchanan is 
complementing Clinton for his anti-immigrant policies. 


The rich class is scapegoating immigrants to divide the working class and condition us to 
view fellow workers as more or less deserving of a good life. Then they proceed to drive down the 
standard of living of us all and get us to blame immigrants and welfare recipients for the economic 
failures of capitalism.
